Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-8 are allowed because the prior art neither shows nor teaches an 

four wheel drive/steer/independent suspension skid steer vehicle comprising first 
and second hydraulic circuits to control the vehicle in a predetermine conditions 
and in combination with other element recited. Claims 9-19 are allowed because 
the prior art neither shows nor teaches the interconnecting structure of the four 
independent suspension system of the skid steer loader, wherein the system 
further includes a steering knuckle coupled to the second end of the control arm 
to allow better steering articulation.
